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INTRODUCnON 

BIOGRAPHICAL SKETCH 

We find to-day, in the territoiy adjaoent to the Rhine, a 
number of wiiteis who know how to represent, lovingly and 
truthfuUy, the people and scenes of thdr homdand. Since the 
days of Romantidsm, song and poetry have been silent there; 

but certain after-cffccts of this Rhein- Romantik are feit again 
in contemporary literature, which has as a background greater 
reality and truth. 

The scenes of the best novels of Rudolf Herzog are laid in 
the romantic, mountainous region of the Rhine; in the regions 
where the author was bom and bied. These plaoes are very 
real to him^ as he has been so dose to them ahnost aü his 
life. To quote a modern author, ''he has his roots there, 
which he can dig up as far back as he can remember." Her- 
zog's novels belong mainly to the active, present-day world, 
but the scene of Die Burgkinder is laid in the Napdeonic period, 
i.e., during the War of Liberation. 

Rudolf Herzog was bom in 1869 in Barmen, a dty in the 
Rhine province on the river Wupper, a tributary of the Rhine. 
He attended there the Höhere Lehranstalt, and in 1884 he be- 
came apprentice in a chemical wholesale house in Düsseldorf 
on the Rhine. Later he worked in a factory in Elberfeld as 
Farhentechniker, In 1891-93 he pursued literary studies at 
the University of Berlin, and in the next year became editor- 
in-diief of a literary bi-monthly magazine, Schwan und Rift, 
at Darmstadt. In 1897 he removed to Hamburg, and later 
to Berlin to pursue literary work. He married the singer 
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Minnie (Herzog) Seiler. In the winter he resides in Berlin, 
and in the suninier at Rheinbreitbach, a favoiite resort on the 
Rhine. Here he Uves in the Burghaus, where he places the 
scene of Die Burgkinder. As these Unes aie bdng written 
(1916), he is active in the £im^>eaii War. 

H£rzog's Wuhngs 

Recent writers have, for the most part, abandoned the 
nattiralisdc schooi and the related tendencies. They are 
striving to leach a new goal, independently of estabhahed 
fonnsandtechmcinfiction. Herzog beloogs to this new schooi 
of writers. The Hst of his writings is ah^eady very long. Among 
his novels, Die Wiskottetis (1905) has done most to establish 
his fame, after various other successes in drama and novel. 
He pictures in this novel the rise of a famüy in the large manu- 
facturing class of Bannen, in the Wupper Waäey, the oenter 
of the sUk and ribbon manufacturing industry. His nezt 
novel was the Hanseatm (1908), where he teils realistically 
of the life of the great exporters and shipbuflders of Ham- 
burg. If less technical and less rcalistic, Herzog is more 
poetic and charmingly optimistic in his next novel, Die 
Burgkinder (1911). All the love for the Rhine and his native 
soll and a deep fatherly love for humanity prevail through- 
out. The Heknatkunst is practiced here with all the under- 
standing and devotion that a big-hearted man can have for 
his homdand, after having seen mucfa of the world and of 
people abroad. Rudolf Herzog said once, during his visil Lo 
the far West of the United States: "1 have seen much of the 
World, but there is no place that is so dear to me as the city 
of Düsseldorf and the country of the Rhine." He has pioved 
his love for that part of the world by la3ring theie the scenes of 
so many of his booiks, and by choosing it for his summer home. 
Here at Rheinbreitbach he wrote the novel Die Burgkinder , 
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having constantly before him the picturesque ruins and Castles, 
the flowing Rhine, and the simple and gay people of these 

Rhenish parts. 

Die Heimatkunslf according to Adolf Barthel, '^is a loviog 
surrender to one's harne countiy, told with all the truthf ulness 
and poeüc realism that is possible." Herzog possesses thia 
loving surrender to his Seimai' und Vaterland. His most 
rccent novel, Das grosse Heimweh (191 5), is founded upon the 
impressions he received during his tour through North America, 
and deals with the question of the preservation of DetUschtum 
in this country. 

Hekzog's Philosophy 

Herzog's philosophy is one of upKfting optimkm. The 
Burgherr, who seems to rellecl the aulhor's personal views, 
never despairs. Even at the saddest moments, he points out 
the awakening of a brighter future. 

His views toward religion are broad and unorthodox. '^Re- 
ligion ist Pflichterfüllung; die lernt man im Leben besser und 
fruchtbringender als hinter Klostermauem." He teacfaes us 
that that which is worth possessing is worth hghting for. Hein 
and Sibylle decidc that they must win their Castle by conquest, 
in Order to appreciatc its füll worth. Herzog also believes 
that we should be content with that which God has given 
US. When Sibylle longs for the more exciting life of the 
metropolis of Paris, Hern sa3rs to her: Sehne dich nicht 
immer nach fremden Dingen, auch in Paris kochen sie mit 
Wasser wie bei uns.'' 

The simple life is glorilied by Herz()g, the life of the larmcr 
who cultivates the soil intelligently. Weinberge anlegen und 
wüste Felder in Kultur bringen, kann nicht jeder Bauer," says 
Hein. As regards character buiiding, Herzog has a veiy beau- 
tiful philosophy. like the great German pbilosopher, Im- 
manuel Kant, who has influenced the Germans so greatly, 
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particularly at the time of the rejuvenation of the German 

nation aftcr Napolcon's opprcssion, he teils us thal cvcry man 
must win his own nobility of character for himself. Happiness 
lies only in ourselves. "Make your home your own," he says, 
''and then look farther." He believes in cleanliness of mind 
as well as of body, and does not lay so much value upon exte- 
rior appearance. 

Herzog believes in letting cfaildren develop according to 
thcir own individual talenls and inclinations. He would 
merely guide them and let them benelit by bis own experience. 
His own teaching is "Nie der Masse folgen," but to develop 
individuality of character and personality. With regard to 
brotheily love and fellow-f ecQing in misfortune, for instance in 
war, he sa3rs that ¥re are all brotheis in misfortune (''Im Un- 
^ück sind wir alle Brüder"). He teaches loyalty and patri- 
otism. "True to your native land is to be true to yourselves." 
To become a greai man is for Herzog the same as to be a true 
man. Self-respect is the foundation and blessing of all our 
actions, and not much stress should be laid on gain of material ' 
wealth or worldly fame. This philosophy he personifies in 
the seduded, unselfish, retired life of the truly noble Burgjkerr, 
who says: "Man kann auch ohne einen Namen ein edler 
Mensch sein." His trust in the help of God is manifest through- 
out. Barthel says to Hein before the occupation of Paris by 
the Germans: "Was Gott tut, das ist wohl getan." We feel 
his fearlessness of death, — his love for peace and order. 
The high moral tone of a book like Die Burgkinder carries one 
away f rom the sordid things of this life to a higher and nobler 
sphere. 

Herzog as an Edugator 

Die Burgkinder was dedicated by the author to his sons. 
In this novel he expresses his educational views through the 
character of the noble Burgherr ^ who devotes his life to the 
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bringing up of the boy Heinrich and extends his fatherly love 
to the three children, Barthel, Johannes, and Sibylle, who 
seek refuge at the casüe. There could be not hing more beauti- 
fui than the devotion and wisdom with which he brings up 
this adopted family. 

As Lessmg in his Naikm der Wmej and Luther in his 
writings, so Herzog teaches that our hearts must teil us whether 
we do right or wrong; and, Hke those reformers, he bases 
morality on man's own judgment. 

In the education o£ the children, he surrounded them with 
a sound moral influence. He laid great emphasis on spiritual 
as well as ph3rsical cultuie and development. Natural sdence 
was taught to the children out of doors. Swimming and riding 
they leamed at an early age. He watched the needs and tal- 
ents of cach child and let each develop naturally. The great 
responsibility which Herzog represents the Burgherr as feeling, 
in educating the children, is reflected in Heinrich 's relation to 
him. ^'Der Vater war ihm ein Träger jeder Wahrheit und 
Gereditigkeit, der Gärtner und Pfleger seiner Seele, der grosse, 
gütige Lächler bei jedem Weh." The father becomes rieh 
throu^ the happiness which he gives to the children. He 
grows in strength and happiness through the increasing feeling 
of responsibility. He believes in giving children a sunny 
youth, and disapproves of comparing the worth of different 
children with each other. "A father should provide, but not 
compaie/' He imbues the child with a love for home, for 
nature, and for justice. Barthd's affection for his foster- 
father is shown in the words, "He is my good conscience." 
As the father docs not separate good and bad dceds, but looks 
only at the impclling motives, so he is no petty judge of virtue 
and sin, according to the laws of men. 

Herzog understands the sensitiveness of children so well 
that he fully reaüzes the value of ideal conditions in their 
early training. He says in regard to this: ''CMdren have 
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such a delicate organisra that you cannot leave them out of 
your sight day or night. There is need of a tender hand to 
lead them early. Loud and scoldiog words make them timid, 
obstinate, and untruthf ul, or eise make them loud and scold- 
ing people." "Kinder erziehen, das heisst sie waffentangüch 
machen für den Kleinkrieg des Lebens'' is bis theory. Every 
one who would attain freedom within and without must reach 
this freedom through his own experiences. Through teaching, 
we leam and gain e^)erience ("Lehren und dadurch selber 
lernen"). 

Ge&MANY ABOIXT 1800 

The period around the year 1800 is, perhaps, as far as true 
greatness is concerned, the greatest in German history. Goethe, 
Schiller, Herder, Kant, Klopstock, Wieland, Beethoven, the 
Humboldts, Johann Maria von Weber were living; Lessing, 
Ghick, Haydn, Mozart, and the great Frederick had not been 
gone long, and were still alive in the memoiy of the living. 
The artistic, poetic, and religious or Spiritual side of life ab- 
sorbed the interest of men, and not economic, social, or political ' 
questions. Herzog reflects this period when he enters into its 
spirit in striving to delineate ideal perfection of character. 
The Burgherr leads an almost ideal life of self-culture and 
character buüding, and he inspires the children in his chaige 
irith this same striving for the hig^est Ideals in life. 

The drawback in this movement was its lack of interest in 
the external relations of life. It was almost with contempt that 
some people looked down upon political and social questions. 
Some of the great Germans of this time completely lost 
their own nationality. At first, before the Reign of Terror 
b^fan, educated Gemians , f ollowed events with interest < 
and i^ympathy; not a few went to Paris to fight for 
the cause of liberty. The Rhenish Germans were so 
enthusiastic about it that they even invited their French 
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neighbors to cross the boimdaiy and show them what a real 
repubiic was like. 

DOWNFALL AND RiSE OF GeRMANY 

The immediate successor of Frederick the Great was, of all 

Ms successors, the weakest; he squandered, in an incredibly 
Short time, the forty million dollars that Frederick had saved 
during the ycars of pcacc. Morally much better was his suc- 
cessor, Frederick William II, but the latter lacked the energy 
and power of mind to continue and vitaüze the tiaditions of 
Fiederick. Lackiog the qnrit of its creator, the Pnissian State 
and nuHtary system became petrified. Moreover, the great 
successes of Frederick the Great in war had given the army the 
opinion that it was invincible, without further need of com- 
bined eflort for improvement. The result was the great crash 
when the Prussian army was defeated by Napoleon, and the 
Pnisaiaii State crushed to ruins; now the eyes of the people 
were opened to the tnie condition of things. 

It is true that the period foUowing the battle of Jena, in 
1806, is justly called the time of Prussia's greatest downfall; 
but, looking at its consequences, we may call it as well the 
time of Prussia's rejuvenation. In spite of disastrous appear- 
aiices, thcre must have remained alive in this German people 
something that needed only to be redisoovered and aroused. 
Within siz or seven years af ter the battle of Jena, the na- 
tion bad completdy leoovered from the terrible misfortune 
that had befallen it. 

The Nafoieonxc Eka and the Was of LiBERAnoN 

After Napoleon and Josephine were crowned by the Pope, in 
1804, the histoiy of Napoleon becomes, for twdve momentous 
years, the history of Euiope. His arms, directly or indirectly, 
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revolutionize the political and social ^tenis of central and 

southcrn Europc. 

As early as 1803, Napoleon had made plans to land in Eng- 
land. In 1S04, England, Russia, and Austria joined forces 
against the new emperor and king. Napoleon retorted by 
lesuming pieparations for the Invasion of England, but he 
suddenly tumed all his forces against Austria and appeared 
before the dty of Ulm, from whence he advanced to the Aus- 
trian capital, Vicnna, which he cntercd in triumph. Shortly 
after ihis triumph, Napoleon encountered the combined forces 
of the Czar and the Austrian emperor at Austerlüz (Dec. 2, 
1805), where he gained one of the most briliiant successes of 
his life. 

The northem powers now became thoroughly alarmed at 
the schemes of Napoleon, who threatened to get control of aU 

Europc. A fourth coalition was formed against France, con- 
sisting of England, Russia, Sweden, Saxony, and Prussia, a 
country thal had long stood neutral. The war recommenced 
(1806). In the two tremendous battles of Jena and A uerstedty 
fought on the same day, Napoleon completely humbled the 
Prussian monarchy, so that its indcpendence was nearly de- 
stroyed. A fortnight later (Oct. 27, 1806), Napoleon entered 
Berlin, the capital of Pnissia. In 1807, after the French vic- 
tory at Friedland, the Peace of Tilsit was made, by which 
Prussia had to give up a large pari of her territory. Out of a 
portion of her territory, lying wesl of the Elbe, Napoleon 
created the kingdom of Westphalia, the crown of which he 
gave to his brother Jerome Bonaparte. To make his g^ory 
complete, Napoleon sought to secure its transmission in the 
line of his own descent. He was resolved to ally himself by 
marriage with royal blood, and, after obtaining a divorce from 
his devoted wife, Josephine Beauharnais, he made the van- 
quished emperor of Austria give him the band of the princess 
Marie Louise, by whom he had a son (181 1)» who received the 
title of '*King of Rome." 
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In orda to strike a blow at England, Napoleon was leaolved 
to attack Russia. He laised an anny of 600,000 men. In the 
Summer of 181 3, he crossed the river Niemen (also called 

Memel) at about 90 miles southeast of Tilsit in Russian Poland, 
and began his march on Moscow. The policy of the Russians 
was to avoid an encounter by continually failing back. As 
they retreated, they burned their villages and fields of grain. 
Napoleon's anny advanced through a desoiated countiy. At 
last, at Borodino, the enemy came to a stand, and a desperate 
battle was fought, in which the French came off Victors. A 
week later, Napoleon entered Moscow, üic ancient capital of 
Russia (Sept. 14, 181 2). The city was deserted and alrcady on 
fire at different points. For five days the capital burned, and 
Napoleon's anny was without food and shelter. Napoleon 
. lost his power of dedsion. Word was given to retreat. Then 
came the disastrous march, a funeral march, of the ragged, 
shivering, starved troops, back through the desolate country. 
They crossed the Niemen, but few ever reached home. 

Then all Europa rose in a fifth coalition to crush the fallen 
giant. England, Russia, Prussia, Sweden, and Austria massed 
a million men against France. Napoleon raised another army. 
The decisive struggle came at Leipzig in the autumn of 1813, 
and Napoleon was beaten. The allied forces now invaded 
France from north and south. Paris could not defend itself. 
The allied troops passed through her gates, and Napoleon, 
forced to abdicale, was sent in exile to the island of Elba. 
Louis XVIII was placed on the throne. 

In less than twelve months, Napoleon escaped to Paris. 
Louis fled in dismay. A congress of sovereigns (Wiener Kon- 
ffress) was sitting at Vienna, rearranging the map of Europe. 
They had allotted certain piovinces on the Rhine to Prusaa. 
Blücher, the most famous of the Prussian generals, was in the 
Rhenish provinces. Duke Wellington, the ''Iron Duke," 
was in Belgium. Napoleon dedded to invade Belgium and 
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destioy Blttcfaer's and WeUington's anny. The gieat, final 
batüe was fou^t on Sunday, June 8, 18x5, at Waterloo (Belle- 
Aüiance)^ a hamlet about twelve mfles southeast ci Brüssels. 

It was a desperate baltlc for the French, but a great defeat. 
Napoleon succeeded in escaping from ihe battle field and in 
reaching Paris. He abdicated in iavor of bis son^ and was 
sent by the English, as a prisoner for life, to the desolate 
Island of St. Helena.

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NOTES 

Püge 1. — I. 9loIanMeff, a little town in one of the most 
beautiful spots on the west bank of the Rhine. Perched on a 
basaltic rock 544 feet above the Rhine, is the Rolandsbogen: thb 
axch is the last relic of the Castle of Rolandaeck. 

Page 2. — I. ffit^tinhTdthaäi, a viUage opposite Rolandseck 
(about 24 miles south of Cologne). 

2. &UtUM%tk\x^t, ' The Seven Mountains/ a group of wooded 
peaks and rounded ridges, which extend along the Rhine for 
about four and a half miles. The seven peaks may be seen si- 
multaneously from Cologne. 

3. atteiifelfeii, one of the seven peaks, is 1065 feet high. On 
its summit was erected a castle by Arnold, Archbi^op of Cologne, 
at the beginning of the i2th Century. Slnce the Thirty Years' 
War the Castle has been in ruins. The cavem among the vine- 
yards, about half-way up the hill, is said once to have housed the 
dragon slain by Siegfried who, having bathed himself in its 
blood, became invtdnerable. The wine grown here is known as 
Drachenblut. The summit commands one of the noblest proA- 
pects on the Rhine. Cf. Byron's Childe Harold: 

The castied crag of Drachenfels 

Frowns o'er the wide and winding Rhine, 

Who?>e breast of waters broadly swells 

Between the banks which bear the vine; 

And hüls all rieh with bkMsom'd tiee». 

And fields which promfae com and wine, 

And scatter'd cities crowning these, 

Whose far white walls along them shine, 

Have strew'd a scene which I should aee • 

With double joy wert thou with me. 

4. ^vUti Slimiiciltoert, the Islands • Nonnenwert (also called 
Rolandswert) and Grafenwert lie very close together. On Non- 
nenwert Stands an extensive nunnery of very ancient origin. 
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5. ZtSmmn Ut fftoiwMhvat^ (see page x, note z), a Castle 
Said to have been buUt by the knight Roland, the pftlndin of 
Charlemagne. Cf. Karl Simrock's Rolandseck:

The Story goes on to say tbat when the beautiful Hildegund 
leamed of her lover's death, she took the veU of the convent of 
Nonnenwert.

He built himself a 
Castle above the Island Nonnenwert, where he remained until he 
heard the bells toll her death.

Bonn is the seat of 
an old Catholic bishopric. Untü 1794 it remained the residence 
of the Archbishop. It was occupied by the French in 1794. In 
z8oXt by the peace of LuneviUe, it became a French town and 
remained so until 18x4, when it became Pnissian again. 

Page I. €(iillIaHiieK»SaIlBetU. In 1791, the French 
Assembly decided that all those condemned to death should be 
beheaded, and in 1792 the guillotine, invented by Dr. Guillotin, 
was adopted for the purpose.

The execution of Louis XVI was the signal for the union of the 
European powers against France. The Austrians placed armies 
in Bel^ium and on the upper Rhine; the Prussians, along the 
Moselle. These powers were all moved by the desire for expan- 
sion, and the Austrians watched with jealousy the Prussian and 
Russian plans of expansion at the expense of Poland. In the 
north and northeast, the summer of 1793 was partly wasted by 
the English, Austrians, and Prussians in long sieges and discus- 
sions among themselves. The Austrians were defeated in Bei- 
gium and were forced to evacuate. The Prussians were inactive 
on the Rhine. In 1796, the third division of Poland took place, 
and Russla» Austria, and Prusna divided the entire kingdom 
among themselvcs and the Polish kingdom ceased to ezist. 

3. Sreitett, tlleUtlMt Offi^Ild^lelt. The words, '^HherU, 
egaliu et fraUmUiy* were the watchwords of the French Revolu- 
tion. After the Declaration of the Rights of Man (modeled on 
the American Dedaration of Independence) was adopted, the 
Constitution was drafted by the Assembly. The third Para- 
graph in this reads: "The Privileges of the nobility, wiLii Lheir 
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hereditary titles, are swept Away, and all citixens ace dedared 
equal before the law." 

— I. £)ftcrrcicf)ifd)c .t>ufareti, Prussia did not join the 
coalition of i7q5, and the defense oi the boundary of the Khine 
was left to the Austrians.

Of these, ^oin (the Roman name of which was 
Cohnia Aarippinensis), instead of being called by its Germanic 
name, UHer-stadi (50 a.D.), became Colonia and long lemained 
the center of Roman influence in Germany. It Is now one of the 
most important commercial and industriat towns of the German 
empire, though best known for its cathedral, the most magnifi- 
Cent Gothic cathedral in Europe. — Vnbernadp » Roman Kasieile 
Ante Nacum, bullt by Drusus, 13 b.c. In 1794, it came into the 
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liands of the Fiench« and in 18x5, with the left bank of the Rbine» 
it went back to Pnissia. — 9tmM%ta, a small town thirteen miles 
sottth of Bonn. It is tiie old Roman Rigomagus, a most charm- 
ingly nituated little town on the left bank of tke Rhine. It is 
sunounded by an old Roman wall {Gitssmauer) which käs not 
yet disappeared and is tke only one of its kind in the Rhenish 
country. Remagen is famous for the 8|iolttnari^Iir(ie, a gern 
of Gothic architecture just below the town. 

3. ^ie Sroalm fanteti tnm 9HekrrlMs* Through continual 
migration from the east, and attracted by Roman culture, 
more and more Franks settled in Gaul and the RJiinelands, so 
that the population, even in the fourth Century, was completely 
Germanic. The Franks were the most iraportant, from a cul- 
tural point of view, of the many tribes which now appear: the 
Alemans, the Bavarians, Thuringians, Saxons, and in the east 
the Goths. 

4. äl'^annett, vassals, one of the four plurals of 2)?ann, the others 
being: SWänner = * men ' (individuals) ; the collective form ?cutc, 
e.g., ^aufleute, 'merchants'; and älf^ann = ' men ' an older plural 
with numerals. 

5. Äort ber %t0^t, Charles I, generally known as Charlemagne, 
King of the Franks, Roman Emperor, and King of the Lombards, 
conquered the Saxons and converted them to Christianity. He 
considered himself head of the Church, and in 800 on Christmas 
day, he put upon his head the golden crown in St. Peter's. He 
was engaged in many great enterprises and reforms. He began 
a canal between the Danube and the Main. He built many 
splendid churches. To his court he attracted scholars and 
teachers with whom he studied Gieek and Latin, astronomy, 
rhetoric, and writing. He died in 8x4 and was buried in 
Aachen (Aiz-la-Chapelle). No other hing has been so cele- 
brated in legend and song. The oldest Provengil poem, Chan- 
so» de Xahnd, deals with his campaign in France.

giant's sword, Nageling, and thus freed, to the rejoicing of the 
peasants, the surrounding country from the ravages ol these 
giants.

In the third Century, Christian 
communities werc found in Belgian and Rhenish provinces, and 
along the Danube many Goths were converted. In the seventh 
Century, through Irish missionaries, the people along the upper 
Rhine began to be converted and from here Christianity spread 
to the interior of Germany. 

3. 9{i6elungen ^flot, or Nibelungen Lied, is the great est populär 
epic of the Middle High German period. It was composed by 
an anonymous poet at the close of the twelfth Century.

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Conflucntis indicates, the town was founded by the Romans. 
This is also indicated by the remains of the castellum, the 
bridge of piles, and numerous tombstoncs. It was taken by 
the French in 1794, and made, in 1798, the capital of the De- 
partment of the Rhine and the Moselle. — Xricr (Treves), on 
the right bank of the Moselle, said to be the oldest town in 
Germany, was a settlement founded by Augustus in the terri- 
tory of the Treveri, a tribe of Belgic Gauls that had been con- 
quered by Caesar. The surrounding vine-clad hüls and the rieh 
piain in which the town is situated are strikingly picturesque.

Frussia had 
to close her ports to British trade and to limit her army to 42,000 
men. It was in vain that the lovely Queen Luise, mother of 
Emperor Wilhelm I, came twice to beg that Napoleon would give 
her at least Magdeburg. Berlin had been occupied by Napo- 
leon a fortnight after the battles of Jena and Auerstedt (Oct. 14, 
1806). The royal family, including the Queen Luise, were treated 
personally with harshness and disdain. The Prussian monarchy, 
to all appearance, was in ruins.

Tyrol had been ceded to Bavaria in 1805, the name of South 
Bavaria was imposed, and it was separated from Austria. Five 
centuries of Hapsburg rule in accord with Tyrolese traditions 
had been cut short. When the Austrian corps entered Tyrol, 
the whole country arose against the Franco-Bavarians. In five 
days Tyrol was freed by these brave peasants under the lead of 
Andreas Hof er and Hornmayer (1S09). Hofer was imprisoned 
later by the French and shot at Mantua. 

Page 116. — I. ßiöiltiauuttfl, a form of marriage ceremony ac- 
cording to the civil law and performed by a civil officer {registrar). 

Pige 118. — X. ft(erf4fcitinif M SHcmen. On March Ut x3i 2, 
a treaty of alliance was signed between Sweden and Russia 
against France. Napoleon now made the fatal mistake of in- 
vading Russia. In June, 181 2, when he crossed the Niemen 
(Memel) near Tilait, he had brought together a force of 500,000 
men. Austria and Prussia had to furnish military help. 

2. öci Smoleni^f. The general plan of campaign was to sepa- 
rate, by a rapid incursion, the Russian forces which had been 
stationed north and south of the Wilna. Massing his columns for 
a vigorous ofifensive, Napoleon pushed on swiftly for Smolensk, 
the fortress on the upper D nieper which barred the entry to 
Russia proper. His troops sustained heavy loss in an attack on 
the holy city. His trustiest advisers, seeing the true position of 
afTairs, counseled a halt within the charred rampart of Smolensk 
and pointed out the danger of engulfing himseli amongst the 
fanatically hostilc people of Russia.

The andent Muscovite capital with its 
gilded cupolas inspired Kapoleon's veiy Iroops wiüi feelings of 
hope for peace and plenty. 

5. ^EfloMau brennt! When Napoleon entered Mosfcow, it had 
been depopulated and all supplics removed, and a general con- 
flagration, which raged for five days, was destroying the city. 
The Chief difficulty of wintering was not the lack of shelter, but 
the scarcity of food for men and horses.

The sufferings of the sddiers from cold 
and f amine were terxible. The ragged, shivering, starving troops 
threw away their useless arms and staggered on, day alter day, 
through the snow.

(June 14, 1807). The loss of nearly 25,000 men kilied, decided 
Alexander to ask for a truce. Both in military and poiitical as- 
pects Friedland corresponds to Austerlitz. 

Pag0 ISS. — X. ttnmL The Kremlin in Moscow is a dtadel 
or walled indosure, occupying a high triangulär plateau and 
comprising an eztraordinary aggregation of public buildings, 
palaces, and dinrches of fantastic form and varied color. The 

distant aspect of the group, with its curious spires and bulbous 

cupolas, is impressive and whoUy unique.

2, 2:iK0biMr ftihrtcrmib SRas ^0* Theodor KOmer 

(i 791-18 13), the gifted young poet, came from a life of rieh 
promise at Vienna to serve in the famous Lfitsow brigade and 
sealed with his life's blood Ins devotion to the cause of German 

freedom. His warlike songs voiccd the passions pervading 
young and old, rieh and poor. — Max von Schenkendorf was born 
at Tilsit, Geniuuiy (1783). He practiced law at Königsberg until 
the war of liberation (1813), when he entcred the Prussian army. 
He inspired his comrades by his excellent war songs. Like the 
war lyrics of Körner and Arndt, they were a powerful help in 
arousing German patriotism against the tyranny of Napoleon. 

3. ^nft SRort^ 3(rnbt, German patriot, born 1769 on the Island 
of Rügen, which was then Swedish. He attended the universi- 
ties of Greifswald and Jena. At Greifswald he later taught 
history and philosophy. His work, Der Geist der Zeit (4 vols.), 
had the greatest influence on his contemporaries. In he 
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became professor of history at tbe newly founded Univetsity of 
Bonn, where he married the sister of the phüosopher Schleier- 

nuicher. He died here in i86o. 

4. bic 3cKf"^5 nolhing but messages of victory were allowed 
to go through to France ; foreign papers were, however, smuggied 
through to the Rhine.

There are two classes of this decoration: the first 
class is worn on the left breast; the aecond, with a black and 
white ribbon, in the buttonhole.
